Because IIP was discharged, Fra-nk Bos-

Jvon company, who was present previous 
to the stubbing, said lo a Journal re- 
porter that after Francis discharged the 
Italian for cause, ho accompanied him to 
the otllce. There there was a chewing 
match between the Italian and Francis 
in regard to how much time there was 
coming to the employe. Xo settlement 
wn.s reached between the two and the 
Italian was turned over 
to the time- 


keeper and Francis started to leave the 
office. 
The .'Italian turned and with an 


oath said, "G 
d 
n you, I will fix 


you?" Ju a few moments he was paid 
and hurried from the office. In Jess than 
three minutes an employe came running 
into the office and said that Francis was 
stabbed and to send for the patrol wag- 
on. 


It wa.s learned at tho. office 
of the 


Belle City Malleable Iron Co., this af- 
ternoon, that it was believed that the 
name of the Italian was not Rosky but 
Fra.nk Provonxano, who was employed 
at the shops at one time before. Prove.n- 
bzano is a married man and lived with 
his wife, on the old Rapids road near 
Horlie.ks. 


At !> o'clock this afternoon a message 


from St. Luke's 
hospital stated that 


Francis was resting easily and doing as 
well as could be expected. No immed- 
iate change in bis condition is looked 
for. 


Lnte this afternoon Policemen Harms, 


Christiaiison, Anderson, Marshal Baum- 
stark and others, who believed they had 
the Italian surrounded near the Wus- 
tuin woods, found that the fellow 
bad 


slipped out and be could not be. located. 
They gave up the

home. It is not believed that the man 
will ever be captured. Several crimes 
have been committed in llaciue. the past 
several years and the guilty one was sel- 
dom captured.

BODIES BORE EVIDENCE OF 


MOST CRUEL TREATMENT 


Heads Fearfully Crushed, Presumably by 


a Brick—Assailant Had Tiavislietl 


Girl Victim—Boy Lived Fifteen 


MluutQi After Being Found. 


DBS MOTNES, la., April 14—While 


returning from Highland Park 
Metho- 


dist church on the north outskirts of 
the city last evening, Mary Peterson, 15 
years old, and Thomas, aged 11, children 
of Peter J. Peterson., a •well-to-do dairy- 
man, were murdered by some unknown 
person, believed to be a-negro. The boy 
when found at midnight was alive, but 
he died within fifteen minutes, not being 
aible to give, a description of his assail- 
ant. The children each Sunday went to 
the Highland Park church, usually at- 
tending the evening service. In going, 
thy passed along what is known as the 
county road which leads to the. county 
hospital. Tho bodies were 
discovered 


by a farmer who overheard the moans 
of the lad. An 
examination revealed 


that both 'had their beads crushed in by 
what is believed to have 'been a brick. 


The police BO far arc without a clew. 


The body of the girl was found at 
the 


foot of a telephone pole in a ditch two 
feet. deep. She had been ravished by her 
assailant.. Her underclothing was badly 
torn. At the base of the bead ?he bad 
been hit with some bar instrument, re- 
sulting in fracturing the skull. Ot: the 
crown of the head there were four or 
five indentations 
.all 
of which would 


have proven serious, if not fatal. Xot 
a, brick or an instrument can be found 
within the region where the murders oc- 
curred. The boy. who was found in the 
ditcli on the opposite side of the road 
had been 
moat cruelly treated. 
Fully 


half a dozen indentations were made in 
the skull and his face also showed evi- 
dence of being pounded. Tho Peterson 
family consist of seven children, 
four 


girls and three boy.-. Two of the girls 
now living declare that a week ago they 
wore chasrd at the same spot by ;i man 
on their return during the evening from 
Highland Park. 
They 
are 
unable to 


give a, description of the man. Xot far 
from the scene of murder are the !Mar- 
quisville coal mines, in which ?<>me 200 
colored coal miners are employed. It is 
the impression of the police 
that 
the 


murderer was a resident of Marquisvillp. 
The tracks of two men have, been found 
leading from the scene nnd were fol- 
lowed 'by the police, but they soon led 
into a path where all trace was lost. 


Bloodhounds have been ordered and 


will be put on (ho trail of Hie murder- 
ers. Gov. Cummins has consented to of- 
fer a reward of $.">00 for the capture, of 
the criminals. The police claim to have 
two colored men under suspicion. Two 
colored men were observed to get on the 
Hock Island flyer this morning at -\Iar- 
quiville, arid the chief of police has tele- 
graphed for their arrest. 


James Hutchins, a dark colored nngro, 


27 years old, was arrested this afternoon 
as having some connection with the mur- 
der. He bad on the back of bis coat 
the imprint of a bloody hand. He gave 
a rambling account of whrrc'hc had been 
during the night. The imprint is the 
only connection the police claim there is 
to the case. 


A crowd of several thousand people 


gathered in front of the city jail after 
the arrrst of Hutchins, and while con- 
siderable wild talk was indulged in, no 
effort was made tot take him from 
the 


officers. 
Excitement is running high in 


the city and talk of lynching is eo'rmon. 


DETROIT'S BLOODY RECORD. ' 


LDETROIT, Midi., April 14.—John Ko- 
lasinski, of 247 Lovett street, who was 
shot by Martin Nowakowski last even- 
ing during a quarrel in Xowakowski's

DeTVitt Talm-age passed a\vuy Saturday 
night at 0 o'clock. Death was painless. 
Ha had been unSouscious for two days, 
the coma becoming mere profound as 
dissolution approached. 


Arrangements 
have been completed 


for the funeral services in this city over 
the remains of the Rev. T. DeWitt Tal- 
niage. The funeral will take place at 4 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon from 
the 


Church of the Covenant. 
The services 


will be very simple. There will be no 
funeral 
sermon, but 
short 
addresses 


concerning the life and works of Dr. 
Talmage will.be made by men who have 
been intimately associated with him. 


LIFE OF THE DECEASED. 


Dr. Talmage was born 
in G-ateville, 


now Bound Brook, N. J., January 7, 
1832, and was consequently in his Sev- 
entieth yaar. His father was a farmer 
of strong and vigorous character and his 
mobher a woman of exceptional energy; 
his ancestors were Americans and mem- 
bers of the Reformed church from 
a 


period antedating the revolution. Dr. 
Talmage studied law at tlia University 
of New York and graduated with high 
honors, but, persuaded by his relatives 
and prtrbably 
feeling the inspiration 


himself he entered the New Brunswick 
Seminary of Theology. 


His first pastorate was that of the Re- 


formed Church of Belleville, N. J., but 
his eloquence soon attracted attention) 
and be was in demand. In .1850 be went 
to Syracuse, N. Y., where big cougrega-. 
tion was unusually critical and cultured. 
Here it was that TaImage's genius be- 
gan to -assert itself most eft'oetively. 
Yet 
he served 
ati apprenticealiip of 


seven years before 
ho,-was eallod 
to 


Brooklyn. Central Presbyterian church 
of that place, 
whose membership had 


greatly dwindled, made the young divine 
an offer. 
He accepted, and within a few 


months his success hfid become so ex- 
traordinary that plans for a, new taber- 
nacle were on foot. In 1870 fche first 
Brooklyn Tabernacle was •built, but fire 
destroyed it, 
arid bwice again visited 


this same flo'dc. 


MADE TITS CHURCH FAMOUS. 


Dr. Talmage's fame had become so 


widely recognized nnd his preaching in 
such demand that the Brooklyn parish 
also had won a name through its pastor. 
It was consequently rich and powerful. 
New tftbovnacles arose in 
the ashes of 


the old and 
nothing •• appeared to ob- 


struct the minister's rapid rise. The 
quavtorjcentiirjr,celebration held in May, 
1804, .at Brooklyn Tabernacle is well re- 
membered. 'Dr. Talmagfi 
waa then in 


Ihe wnitfh of 
his renown. Soon 
Mer 


(hat he, in ii'measure, retired from ac- 
tive, ministerial'•' duties. 
He traveled 


much, lectured n great deal, and was in 
almost coiisbtinfc demand. Ho, wrote not; 
iijittlc.-wiis in the newspapers daily,' and 
was nut- of. tlit! public 
men 
frequently 


ioujrlit for by tin- interviewtii'.

"CANKER SORE MOUTH.' 


Which is Causing- Lota to Swine 


Halters in the h'lnte. 


From inquiries received at the Wiscon- 


sin experiment station it is evident that 
the. swine raisers are losing many of 
their young pigs by a disease known as 
"canker sore mouth." This appears to 
be very prevalent in many sections, and 
is quite fatal where measures are not 
taken promptly to apply a suitable rem- 
edy. The. disease is evidently infectious 
in character nnd attacks young pigs any 
time from1 birthjiintil six weeks old.' 


Tho symptoms are as follows: Large 


water blisters appear about tho 'ips and 
snout, rapidly succeeded by much heat 
and swelling of the parts, and later thick 
brown scabs appear which open into deep 
'cracks. These scabs 
extend over the 


face, head, and hi extreme cases even to 
the body and limbs, tho joints of the lat- 
ter becoming much swollen and inflamed. 
Ulcers form about, the snout and jaws, 
eating the flesh from the bones. Tho 
pigs show dullness, a disinclination to 
move, often refuse Ao suckle or do"so in 
a very half-hearted manner. 


To be effective, the treatment should 


be prompt and thorough. • Prepare a so- 
lution of permanganate of potash, which 
can >bo had at any -drug store^using one 
ounce of the crystals dissolved in one 
gallon of water in a common pail. Tiie 
young pigs srould be dipped head fore- 
most into the solution and kept there for 
a 'brief time. Repeat this two or three 
times, giving the pig time to catch its 
breath in the intermissions. ' This treat- 
ment given every day for three or four 
days, will effect a cure if the trouble is 
not of long standing. In extreme ca«es 
where ule«r$ and heavy scabs have form- 
ed about the jaws and nose of the,pigs, 
use two ounces of the permanganate-to 
one gallon of water, and,before dipping 
remove all the de*d and loose, tissue* that 
has beon eaten away. The,-sow's udder 
should be bathed freely with the solution 
each., day, 
.

quarters if possible, and sec to it that 
other successive Jitters are, not farrow-

was always trouble on the streets, the 
union men calling me and others scabs 
and threatening us and they did attack 
Howard Dunkelbergcr. 


I had been in those strike troubles be- 


fore, both at Cleveland and Chicago. At 
Chicago I was pounded nil to pieces in a 
row. 
After that I always carried a re- 


volver when I believed 1 was in danger 
as was the case in this instance. 


I left the plow factory shops after my 


work was done liist evening and started 
for my boarding place on North St. Glair 
street. Several union men wore on the 
street. I walked north on Mead street 
and they followed, two on foot and two 
on wheels. The men on foot, were on the 
west side of the street and commenced 
calling to me, using language vilu and 
uncalled 
for, as 
did !,he men on 
the 


wbpols. They kept following across the 
bridge, and up the hill to State street 
and here commenced to close in o>i me. 
I turned and warned them to keep back, 
but they refused 
to obey. They came 


closer and I again warned them away, 
but when "within throe or four feet I be- 
lieved I was going to be assaulted. 
In 


my right hand coat pocket I had a five- 
shooting, ."32 calibre revolver. 
J. became 


excited nnd commenced shooting through 
my pocket at the men. 


"Did 
yon 
shoot 
at any^ 
particular 


man," asked the reporter. 


"[ don't think I did, J'situply shot at 


the crowd," answered the prisoner, 


''Did any of the men strike or kick 


you?" queried the reported. 


"Xo, they did not, the only thiligs they 


did was Io call names and threaten," snirl 
the prisoner, 


Fristoo then said that he could not toll 


bow nmny shots he flrcd, he was,too .ex- 
cited, but thought about four, and at 
that time lu- did not know he had liit 
unvone. After the shooting he started 


and ran aibotit a block, dozens ofx per- 
sons, following 
after 
him, 
throwing, 


bricks and stones and threatening to kill 
hhti. 
One- brick struck him on the side. 


Then lie pulled his gun and tlie c.rowd 
kept its 'distance. Every time they clos- 
ed in he would plncu his hand on the re- 
volver./ They followed him clear to 1m 
boarding house. He entered, 
changed 


hiis clothing and washed. 


Shortly after bflicers came and when 


he asked if they were oilieers handed 
them the revolver with which he did the 
shooting and which; he had reloaded^, and 
said he was ready to go. Up to this time 
he did not know he. had shot anyone, 
but he heard men outside the house say 
so and he was then ready to give himself 
up. 


On the outside of the house there were 


several hundred people. He was afraid 
that they would lynch him, but outside 
of threats the did not attempt to aisault 
him and when officers warned them not 
to follow the wagon they obeyed and 
fell back. 
- 


The reporter asked Fristoe if any per- 


son had given him the revolver and in- 
structed him to shoot if attacked by the 
union molder.s. He said no, that no one 
had even spoken to him about, such a 
thing and that ho went armed of his'own 
accord, was solely responsible for the 
shooting and that he believed that he 
was justified in what ho did. 


The prisoner 
said that he 
was an 


American, but.of Scotch descent and said 
that he never shot a man before in his 
life. 
His excuse for using Ihc gun was 


that he feared bodily injury. 


GUSTAYE RKLYIAX'S. STORY. 


Gustave Reiman, the man who was 


shot, is about.40 years old and a vnold- 
er by trade. He: has lived in Racine most 
of his life and learned the molding trade 
at 
the J. I. Case Plow Works, under 


John Fennel), twenty years ngo. HP has 
always boen a union man. This morning 
a Journal representative called at the 
cozy home of Mr. Reiman on Xorth St. 
Chiir street and was politely ushered in 
by Mrs. Reiman. 


Mr. Reiman was seated in a rocking 


chair, with his arm in a sling, and suf- 
fering very little pain from his v.-otinds, 
except where the bullet went through 
his arm and said he was able to walk 
about and would probably be down town 
late in the day, 
His injuries, he said 


were not at all dangerous, but his es- 
cape from death he considers miraculous. 


In tolling how the affair occurred, lie 


said: "When 
the non-union 
molders 


left the plow shops last night, a number 
of union boys were standing south of 
the works on Mead 
street. IT. Smith 


and Peter UJad, started up io Fristoe, 
he being on the cast side and they on 
the west side of the street. They asked 
him if he knew the conditions in tlio 
shop and madman attempt .to ,prevail 
upon him to quit work and that lie was 
doing wrong in scabbing and that it was 
only a matter of time when ho would 
get out anyway. About, this time Rei- 
man and A .Koll, who were on wheels/' 
rode iin and joined i?i the conversation. 
Reiman says that Fristoe said that he 
was always ;i scab and intended to be 
one- and said if tho crowd would come 
over on his side of the street lie would 
give (hem all they wanted and that Fris- 
toe called him the viles! kind of names! 
One of tlio boys warned him 
to keep 


away for the man had a gnu. Reiman 
says that at this 
time 
his wheel was 


punctured Tuid ho was walking und try- 
ing to talk io Fristoe. whose name he 
did not know, and asked the privilege of 
walking with him, but he warned him to 
keep away. When 
State .street 
was 


reached Koiman and Koll followed after 
him. 
the balance of" the crowd stopping 


on the corner. They talked and walked 
about, ten feet back of the man. Sud- 
denly he whirled about and shot .through 
his pocket, the bullet going through Rei- 
mmi's left arm: the second shot struck 
him on the ribs and glanced oil' and wont 
down into his shoe: 
the 
third 
shot 


struck his bicycle lire and the fourth 
shot was tired while he was retreating, 
going through his hat; the fifth shot did 
uot take etVeet. 


Both Roinian aud Koll slate that after 


the first shot was fired through tho pock- 
et of tlie coat, Fristoe pulled the. gun 
out, took deliberate aim and tired direct- 
ly Hit Reimau. 
Koll believes 
that one 


shot was fircil at him. Iirlcss time than 
it takes to tell there was a mob formed 
and they chased and stoned tlie assail- 
ant. 
I'ciman denies having used any 


vile language and that when the shots 
were Ural only lie and Koll were behind 
and that they wore 12 feet away and 
had no intention of assaulting the man, 
that the shooting was not justifiable un- 
der the 
circumstances. Not 
ii single 


blo-w was struck or a threat made. There, 
are many witnesses who will swear to 
this. Mr. 'Reiman said that, he WTTS- in- 
formed that Fristoc hurl been in saloons 
nnd made threats to do him up if lie goi 
a 
good chance. Other union 
.moldcr.-- 


.said that they had heard the same thing. 


PREVIOUS TROUBLE.

Dunkelborgor was charged with carrying 
concealed weapons, pleaded guilty iuvi 
was lined $20 and 
costs. Mr. fieinuni 


and three of his companions were arrest- 
ed on charge of assault

was given a jury Iriiil, found guilty /m,: 
paid a tine of jjHO and costs. The ou-.'

'Ever since the strike or lookout thir 
has boen trouble at'the works ar.d ut 
one time mob violence was feared. 
Mr. 


Wallace sent the city council notice that 
he would hold tho city tresponsible 'for 
any damage to his property trom mob- 
violeuce, or injury to his men. .Mayor 
Biggins ordered that .the chief of-poli'eo. 
give the factory and men'all of tli'e pro- 
tection demanded 
by-law. Since that 


time the non-union men have bunii esr 
cor ted to and from work'by'the members 
of the police force. It was supposed'that 
the trouble was dying out until this un- 
fortunate occurrence of last night. 


•3MAN.y STORIES. 


When the shooting took place there 


was a large 
cro\yd 
of people on tho-- 


street and a .dozen'different .stories are 
told in regard to how it commenced. 
Borne state that' Reiman and Koll were 
close to Fristoe and about to jump on 
him, while others state-that the men 
were twelve feet in the rear. 
Another 


person .said that the r?en rode their 
-Wheels (.0 the sidewalk, dismounted and 
started after Fristoe, but not a single 
story could kc traced to reliable souces. 


Of course knots of men assembled and 


discussed the situation and threats were 
heard, but not a move was'made to- 
storm the jail, in fact half a dozen per- 
sons did not go near the place, Fvistoe 
slept well all night and did not appear 
nervous at all. 


STATEMENT OF MR. WALLLS. 


A Journal reporter interviewed Mr. 


H. M. "Wallis-j manager 
of the 
plow 


works, this morning, as follows: 


Mr. Wallis, will you please give mo a 


statement of what led up to this trouble, 
tlie conditions that have existed 
since 


the strike and the present conditions? 


In my judgment, the 
trouble .which 


occurred last night is the culmination of 
one set 
of men attempting to prevent 


other men from working 
in the foun- 


dry. Tho moulders who were formerly 
in our employ quit work along the mid- 
dle of January, demanded'their money, 
and were paid oil', 
Other men were em- 


ployed to take 
their places, 
and 
the 


men who quit have ever since that time 
daily harrassed, threatened and intimi- 
dated the men who were afc work, using- 
vile language, threatening them with 
personal violence, and even with 
their 


lives if they did not quit working 
for 


us. The authorities have been notified 
of the condition of affairs existing 
in 


connection with this 
/natter, and 
it 


seems to me that tlie rights of private, 
citizens should be respected alike, aud 
that men who desire to work should be 
allowed to do so peacefully and without 
interference, and thus enjoy the rights 
afforded to every individual under 
the 


law ot* the 
constitution of the . United 


States, and in this all fair-minded per- 
sons and good citizens should join and 
lend their support. H one set of men 
do not wish to work for me there is no 
law to compel them to do so, neither is 
there a law or any justice in any set of 
men attemptinpr to force others- nbt 
to 


work for me because they themselves do 
not wish to. 


The present siiualion with reference 


to our business,, so far as the work in 
the shop goes, is entirely satisfactory. 
There are plenty of men who are willing 
and anxious to work, and we have more 
applications from men /or work in 
the 


foundry Mian we have place to put them 
and could hire four men for every one 
that we now have at work in the foun- 
dry if wo had the room. From what 1 
have stated it will be seen that there is 
no strike, there is uo lockout, it is sim- 
ply a case pf men quitting their jobs 
und now seeking' to enforce a rule that 
other men shall 
not 
be permitted i:o 


quietly and 
peaceably 
fill 
the places 


which they left. 


Do you believe there would have been 


any (rouble 'here had the union men 
kept away from the shop and left the 
men alone? 


I am confident there would not, liaVe 


been. The men who arc at work now 
have shown by Hie way iu which they 
have borne themselves the past, few 
months 
that 
I hey are 
not 
seeking 


trouble, 
but trying in every way 
to 


avoid it, and have Hubmit.l.ed to repeated 
insults, taunts and jeers ,to make them 
fight, and have not done' so oven when 
it has gone I'tirt'ber and (.-heir lives have 
been threatened. 


Did you ever arm your men, or 
in- 


struct thorn to protect themselves, 
if 


necessary':' 


I did not. On (he contrary, I 
have, 


repealedI.y cautioned 
the men to avoid 


trouble and against violence and carry- 
ing: fire arms. 


Do you 'know enough about the pres- 


ent shooting to express an opinion as to 
whether Fristoo was justified 
in the 


shooting'?

cold water on his face made him vomifi,

Sponging 'Woolen Goods. 


Whenever there is a very high polish 


on woolen goods it is well to distrust 
them. 
They have probably been fin- 


ished by pressing them over hot rollers 
or calenders, and a drop of water will 
remove the finish and leave a spot. In 
ordjjr to make such goods of value they 
must be sponged.- 
Indeed there arc 


few woolen'goods that arc not improv- 
ed by the process of.sponging before 
they are made up. 


Lay the cloth, yard atX'or yard, on a 


iboard and go over it with a sponge 
dipped in cold water till it is thor- 
oughly and evenly wet through; it need 
not be drenched. Lay it in a sheet. 
Two sheets may be necessary if it is a 
very Ions piece of coth. Fold it in th 
fold of the 
oods as it came from the 


ehop, but lay a smooth piece of the 
sheet between the folds. Begin to roi 
it at the end, and roll it up evenly nnd 
firmly in the sheet until the cloth is . 
rolled up. T.et it remain overnight. 'In 
the morning press it on the wrong sidn 
with a moderately hot iron until it iu 
perfectly smooth nml nearly dry. Then 
hang It on a ciotheshorse until it is 
thoroughly dry.

causes that our trade with Cuba, more 
than doubled and that our exports to the 
counties with which he had reciprocity 
agreements 
were the only ones that 


showed an increase. Reciprocity, he dc- 
ehired. would give the United Slates a 
monopoly of the Cuban markets. A mor- 
al obligation he said, rested on the Unit- 
ed vStates to aid Cuba from the J'act that 
the I'latt amendment was accepted only 
upon the virtual promise of tariff con- 
cessions. 


.In closing, Mr. Long said: 
"That it is our duty to complete the 


work undertaken in Cuba is recognized 
by every patriotic American. 
AYe can 


discharge that obligation and still do no 
harm (o any American industry. Spec- 
ial interests have endeavored to prcv'ent 
action and trier to alarm congress by 
the cry that their particular industries 
will bi' ruined if reciprocity with Cuba 
is adopted. The facts do not warrant 
this assumption and if this congress does 
its duty, as did the congress that parsed 
the resolution of intervention, it will 
provide before this session ends for reci- 
procity with Cuba, which will bring hap- 
piness and contentment to the people, of 
that island, further promote the prosper- 
ity of the people of the United States 
and honorably finish the work undertak- 
en when the war with Spain began."

The Danger of IBa-entliing 


the JUontli, 


Every cold morning if you watch ten 


different men you will And tliat almost 
every ono lios his own method of 
breathing in cold air, says the New 
York Journal. 


Ono mun refrains from breathing 


through his nose at all and breathes 
through his mouth, warming the nlr 
.'onforc hw takes il. into bis lungs, aud 
that is a vory bad plan. Another man 
will hoid.M handkerchief over bis nose 
and month and feel happy because he 
is taking in ubout one-quarter of the 
oxygon he neods. A third man 'clashes 
out of. his house, goincr from a very hot 
room into th<? freezing air and filling 
]iis lungs to their fullest capacity. He 
is even more foolish tiian the others, as 
he runs tie risk of a sijdden and seri- 
ous chill through contraction of the 
lung cells. - 


Each man of course must regulate 


for himself the amount of cold air 
which ho can safely take Into his 
lungs. Xo man should ever breathe 
through his mouth under any circum- 
stances. 
The nose is 
wonderfully 


adapted to the breathing work which 
it has to do. it separates the air from 
its impurities, dust and su on, and can 
nt Tviil regulate the supply admitted to 
the lungs. 


If you leave a hot room and go into 


the cold air, you cnn inhale little by 
little through the nostrils until you no 
longer feel any extreme coldness. At 
tho end of five minutes the lungs will 
have adjusted themselves to the tower 
temperature, and you can breathe as 
comfortably aud as deeply as in warm 
.weather. 


Experiment with this on the next 


very cold day. and don't breathe 
through your mouth anyhow. 
Breath- 


ing through the mouth brings all sorts 
of germs directly into contact with the 
'unprotected mucous membrane, and it 
Is .largely responsible for colds, .sore 
throat and consumption. 


HOTT to Judge Tol>neeo. 


Color, burn and texture are the three 


things' which the grower of tobacco 
has chiefly to consider, says Harper's 
Weekly. At present the trade calls for 
a light, cinnamon brown shade, which 
must bo uniform, not mottled. 
The 


leaf when rolled on n cigar and smok- 
ed -must bare a wliite or light gray 
hard ash, which clops not fluke off and 
fall into one's bosom or over his waist- 
coat, and it must not ''coal"— i. e., have 
a black charred ring just behind the 
ash on the burning cigar. Thin is sure 
to give a bad flavor and taste. 
Th<» 


leaf also must burn freely and when 
lighted hold (irmly for a reasonable 
time. It must have a soft, silvery tex- 
ture. glossy surface aud tbe elasticity, 
of a piece of kid, so tluit it may be 
drawn 'smoothly and closely about the 
cigar. 
Flavor is not wanted in Con 


uectieut tobacco, for if there- be much 
of it it is sure to bo bad. Perfect burn. 
color and texture can be got in tho 
northern climate, but a delicate and» 
agreeable flavor hn.s not 5~et been ob- 
tained. Fkivor is conditional upon soil 
and fertilizers. 
It is desirable, there-
